W, went] *'"t'omelhln*- 
to Hoboken, N. J., on a ferryboat and 
'Straight up 'the gang-flank of tbe 
transport Mercury, formerly a Ger- 
man liner named tbe Barbaroua. This 
boat carried 1.000 men. It was my 
first time on a big btoat.. You can 
imagine bow excited I was. Ja soon 
as we were on board the commander 
ordered everyon* into bucks. 


"The commander of tbe skip began 


an explanation about submarines and 
the rutes we were to obey. We had 
blue lights md at 4 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon all were put out and no smok- 
ing wae allowed. Weil, after we. re- 
ceived that lecture we laid for two, 
days and tbe night of the second day 
(January 3) and just about 10 belle 
pulled out of tbe harbor and laid 
there until the following night. Just
